He has the pow- 
er to transform himself until 
he is sometimes taken for 
the Holy Ghost. He can be 
very pious and religious when 
itis to his advantage. He 
can be vile and murderous 
just as well. Anything with 
him to get control. 

When there are extremes 
and extremists satan is not 
very far away. There is 
no difficulty to the careful 


‘observer to see that there 


are many extremists in these 
days, and the strong influ- 
ences of satan drawreal spir- 


-itual people into this trap 


very frequently. If people 
will not be openly sintul and 
engage in wickedness, but 
undertake to be religious and 
spiritual, then itis his busi- 
ness to overbdlance them and 
run them into the opposite 
extreme and make them fan- 
atical. 


It has been our purposefor 
years to use our influence in 
holding people on equilibri- 
um. Extremes are danger- 
ous. Extremists ure even 
more dangerous because 
they are usually the authors 
or inventors cf extremes. 
That there are extremes and 
extremists in these days is 
evidenced by the extremes 
that exist. His satanic ma- 
gisty has not altogether left 
the writer without having 
made a tremendous effort to 
force him into extremes on 
religious lines. But these 
have been fought down by 
the intervention of the good 
and loving Spirit of God who 
came to our rescue before 
having made acomfplete ship- 
wreck. Thanks be untoGod. 

When any one begins to 


launch out into extravagant 


views and fanciful notions, 
and at the same time seem to 


|danger line. Not that we can 


be too good, but there isdif- 
ference in being good and 
being an extremist. Extra- 
vagant views and excessive 
notions most always cause 
more or less trouble. It is 
such an easy matter for some 
people to discover something 
important, as they think, and 
saddle their‘‘hobby’’and ride 
it and it ride till they get sore, 
and if they ever do get able 
to dismount and try to walk 
again they limp like one that 
has been crrippled. Indeed 
they have been crippled. 
And any one will get crippl- 
ed that makes a hobby of 
any part of the teaching of 
the Bible to the neglect of 
other parts. 


To illustrate: It would be 
in the extreme to emphasize 
the sign of casting out devils 
and disregard the othersigns, 
or lay hands on the sick and 
leave off the tongues or tak- 
ing up of serpents. So it 
would be just as extravagant 
to emphasize the sign of tak- 
ing up serpents and neglect 
the other signs. Eachof these 
signs has its place among the 
signs but notalone. Neither 
one of them alone can be 
made a test of salvation. If 
any one of them canbe made 
a test of fellowship then each 
one can be taken for this 
with no distinction. If this 
was the case the person that 
takes up the serpent could 
say to him that lays hands 
on the sick, “you have no sal- 
vation if you do not take up 
a serpent,” or the one that 
talks in tongues could say to 
him that is sanctified, ‘‘you 
have no salvation because 
you haye not talked in ton- 
gues.” No, we must not 
magnify one and diminish 
the other. Neither must we 
make a hobby of these signs 
and neglect, the gifts and 
fruits of the Spirit. A close

‘is out of order because “he 
does not occupy his place. 
People get on extremes 
sometimes about dress. 
Some get so enthused about 
their absence of pride, and 
plainness of dress, that they 
actually become immodest 
and slouchy. Then others 
want to make a great show 
and dress up on the other ex- 
treme and look as_ unsightly 
as the one in the opposite ex- 
treme These extremes 
should be avoided, ‘“Mod- 
est apparel” is the law we 
are to follow. When this 
advice is followed one will 
try to dress according to a 
due sense of propriety. By 
doing this there will be noex- 
tremes either way. There are 
extremesand extremes, but of 
all the extravagant extremes 
that should be banished so 
far that they could never be 
found again, they arecertain- 
ly the extremes that some- 
times existbetweenhusbands 
and wives relative totheir re- 
lation to each other. There 
is the wife that so dominates 
her husband that he always 
has to ask her permission be- 
fore he can do anything. 
She runs the business and 
manages the affairs and her 
husband too. 
On the other hand there is 
the husband that takes ad- 
vantage of the Scriptures 
and reads where the wife is 
toobey her husband in 
everything and undertakes to 
dictate to her as if she 
had no sense or was incap- 
able of combing her own hair 
without he stands over her 
and bosses her. He tells her 
what to cook for dinner and 
how to prepare it. He wont 
let her make any purchases 
at the store without he tells 
her to, and just what to buy. 
He goes so far in this that he 
tells her how to make the 
beds, and how to comb and 
arrange the children’s hair, 
and just what clothes she 
must puton them. She is 
not allowed to handle any 
money nor know anything 
about her husbands business, 
but he has to know every 
minute detail of hers. She 
can’t go to Sunday school or 


meeting without first getting 
his consent, and he hasto tell 
her to go before she has any 
liberty to get ready. No 
matter what extremely hard 
thing to do, she has to do it 











because he has told her to do 
it and piles it upon her by 
telling her that she will go to 
hell if she does not obey him 
in everything. 

A man that will take ad- 
vantage of a bosom compan- 
ion, a woman that Paul calls 
the ‘“weakervessel” and heap 
upon her such requirements 
as named above is not a true 
husband. He that will im- 
pose such minute duties up- 
on his wite as named above 
and dictate to her as-if she 
was incapable of anything, 
and then tell her if she does 
not obey him in everything 
she will go to hell, is not fit 
to have a wife and is not far 
from being on the very road. 
he says she will go if she dis- 
obeys him. Such excessive 
notions, if there are any, 
must be put away from men 
who are members of the 
Church of God. 

We admit that the Bible 
teaches that the wives are to 
be subject to their husbands, 
but the same Book tells the 
husbands to“love yourwives 
and give honorto them.” 
Where is the love a husband 
has for his wiie if he takes ali 
her liberty away from her 
and dictateseverythingabout 
the house, and household 
duties, and tells her she will 
go to hell if she does not 
obey him. It is time such a 
man should learn what it 1s 
to love and honor his wife 
and keep his own place. 


What about a husband 
loving. his wife if he heaps 
burdens upon her that she 1s 
not able to bear? It is bad 
enough for an ungodly orsin- 
ful husband to do such as 
this without one professing 
salvation and the baptism of 
the Hely Ghost. Dearbroth- 
ers, [love you good enough 
to talk to you out ofa father’s 
heart, and advise you totreat 
your wives as bosom com- 
panions and not as slaves. 
And while the Book does re- 
quire your wife to be subject 
to you, do not go on extrem- 
es and make her life a_bur- 
den by requiring more of her 
than is reasonable and right. 
Abstain from extremes on 
this line as well as anything 
else. Let her be the “queen 
of the house.” 


Listen: The Book shows 
that “all should obey 
them that -have the 


tule over you,” but it also 
says to the rulers that they 
shall not be as lords over 





God’s heritage. It says the 
younger must be subject to 
the elder, and it also says, 
“All of you be subject oneto 
another.” TheBible follow- 
ed closely isa cure for allills. 
There will be no extremes 
or extremists in our ranks if 
we obey this Word rightly 
divided. It will do away 
with extravagant views and 
excessive notions. It will 
keep us off of all such snags 
as named above. It will set 
the husband in the right place 
as a husband and father. It 
will cause the husband to 
love his wife as he promisad 
to do when he married _ her, 
and bestow upon her due 
honor and respect. This 
Word obeyed by a husband 
will keep him from dictating 
to his wifein everything per- 
taining to household duties. 
The same Word obeyed by 
the wife will keep her from 
“henpecking” her husband. 
In fact it will make a happy 
home, a loving husband, and 
a sweet gentle wife. 


This kind of a wife can be 
trusted to make the beds, 
prepare the dinner, make 
purchases at the store, dress 
and care tor the children’s 
hair, and if the husband will 
let her alone about her house- 
hold duties she will make 
him a paradise to enter when 
his day’s work is over. A 
real Christian husband will 
bring a sweet heavenly at- 
mosphere with him ashe en- 
ters such a home, and_ what 
a pleasant greeting on the 
part of both husband and 
wife. 


Another extreme notion 
that should not be made too 
prominent is that of saying 
all the time that “the Lord 
shows me” to do’ certain 
things and go certain places. 
W nile we do want the Lord 
to lead us, and Heis our 
guide, but there is an ex- 
treme in this that should be 
avoided. Some _ say they 
want to be subject to those 
that have the rule over them, 
and some times the next you 
hear, that very person has 
taken the reinsin his own 
hands and fallen into extra- 
vagant notions, teachings and 
actions. 

One feels led of the Lord 
to be pastor ata _ certain 
place.

An Incident in BE 


Finney will doubtless 
membered as long as 
shall last in connection 
some of the most marvelous 
revivals of religion in mod- 
ern times. 

Mr. Finney in his early lite 
devoted himself to the study 
of law, in which profession 
he was fora time engaged. 
In reading the Bible in con- 
nection with law, he discov- 
ered that the professed 
Christians were not meeting 
the conditions laid down in 
the Word of God, hence 
were not getting the answers 
to their prayers, and the re- 
vivals for which they prayed 
therefore did not come. 

After a time he was led to 
give himself unconditionally 
to God, and his conversion 
was most powerful, and his 
subsequent experiences were 
most extraordinary. 


Being assured that God 
wanted him to preach, he at 
once gave up law and went 
into the work ofthe ministry. 
Few men, if any, have ever 
equaled him asa_soul-win- 
ner. His experiences in 
prayer and _ travailing for 
souls are an inspiration toany 
degree of grace. We give 
below an experience which 


-istelated by him. 


At the close of a service 
in a certain place an old man 
came to Mr. Finney and 
said,’ Can you not come 
and preach in our neighbor- 
hood? We have never had 
any religious preaching 
there.” I enquired the di- 
rection and the distance and 
appointed to preach there 
the next afternoon (Monday) 
at 5 o’clock, in their school 
house. I had preached three 
times in the village, and at- 
tended two prayer meetings 
onthe Lord’s day; and on 
Monday I went on foot to 
fulfil this appointment. The 
weather was very warm that 
day and before I arrived 
there I felt almost too faint 
to walk, and greatly discour- 
aged in my mind. I sat 
down inthe shade by the 
wayside, and felt as if 1 was 
too faint to reach there, and 
if I did, too much discour- 
aged to open my mouth to 
the people. When I arrived 
I found the house full, and 
immediately commenced the 
service by reading a hymn. 
As soon as they had closed 
singing | cast myself down 
upon my knees, almost ina 
state of desperation. The 
Lord opened the windows 
of heaven upon me, and gave 
me great enlargement and 
power in prayer. Upto this 
moment I hadnoidea of what

casion. AsI rose from my 
knees the Lord gave me 
this: Up, get you out of 
this place, for the Lord will 
destroy this city.’ I told the 
people as nearly as I could 
recollect, where they would 
find it, and went on to tell 
them of the destruction of 
Sodom. I gave them anout- 
line of the history of Abra- 
ham and Lot and their rela- 
tions to each other; of Abra- 
ham’s praying for Sodom, 
and of Lot as the only pious 
man that was found in the 
city. While I was doing this 
I was struck with the fact 
thatthe people looked ex- 
ceedingly angry about me. 
Many countenances appear- 
ed very threatening, and 
some of the men near me 
looked as if they were about 
to s'rike me. This I could 
not understand, as | was on- 
ly giving them, with great 
liberty of Spirit, some inter- 
esting sketches of Bible his- 
tory. As soon as I had com- 
pleted the historical sketch, 
I turned upon them, and said 
that | understood that they 
never had any religious 
meetings in that neighbor- 
hood; and applying that fact, 


I thrust at them with the 
sword of the Spirit with all 
my might. From that mo- 
ment the solemnity increased 
with great rapidity. In a few 
moments there seemed to 
fall upon the congregation 
an instantaneous shock. | 
cannot describe the sensa- 
tion that I felt, nor that 
which was apparent. in 
the congregation; but the 
word of God seemed liter- 
ally to cut like a sword. The 
power from on high came 


down upon them in sucha 
torrent that they fled from 
their seats in every direction. 
In less than a minute nearly 
the whole congregation were 
either down on their knees 
oron their faces or in some 
position prostrate before 
God. Every one was crying 
or groaning for mercy upon 
his own soul.. They paid 
no further attention to me or 
to my preaching. I tried to 
get their attention but I 
could not. I observed the 
aged man, who had invited 
me there as still retaining his 
seat near the centerof the 


house. He was _ staring 
around him with » look of 
unutterable astonishment. 


Pointing to him I cried at the 
top of my voice “Can’t you 
pray?” Heknelt down and 
roared out a short prayer, 
about as loud as he could 
hollow; but they paid no at- 





tention to him. Afiertook- 


ing around for a few mo- 
ments I knelt down and put 
my hand on the head of a 
young man who was kneel- 
ing at my feet, ani engaged 
in prayer for mercy on his 
soul; | got his attention and 
preached Jesus in his ear. 
In a few moments he seized 
Jesus by faith,and then broke 
out in prayer for those around 
him. Ithenturned to an- 
other in the same way, 
and with the same result; and 
then another and _ anthor, till 
I know not how many had 
laid hold of Christ, and weie 
full of prayer for others. 

After continuing in-this till 
nearly sunset, | was_ obliged 
to commit the meeting to the 
charge of the old gentleman 
who had invited me, and go 
to fulfil and appointment in 
another place forthe even- 
ing. Inthe afternoon of the 
next day I was sent for to go 
down to this place, as they 
had not been able to break 
up the meeting. They had 
been obliged to leave the 
school house, to give place 
tothe school; but had re- 
moved to a private house 
near by, where | founda 
number of persons still too 
anxious and too much loaded 
down with conviction to go 
to their hemes. These were 
subdued by the word of God, 
and | believe all obtained a 
hope before they went home. 

Observe I was a total 
stranger in that place, had 
never seen or heard of it un- 
tilas I have related. But 
here at my second visit, I 
learned that the place was 
called Sodom, by reason of 
its wickedness; and the old 
man who had invited me was 
called Lot, because he was 
the only paofessor of religion 
in the place. 

After this manner the re- 
vival broke out in this neigh- 
borhood.
